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How do sea nettles sting? 

The sting is caused by the discharge 
of minute cells known as nematocyst. 
Each nomatocyst, or stinging capsule, 
consists of a tough ovoid capsule filled 
with fluid, and invaginated at one end 
in the form of a hollow process which 
is continued into a long, coiled, hollow 
thread. At one point of its outer sur- 
face there is developed a delicate trig- 
ger hair known as the onidocil. When 
the onidocil is touched the surrounding 
tissues suddenly contract, thus causing 
the coiled thread to be discharged, 
The end of the thread is provided with 
minute barbs. These threads are pois- 
Qnous, and are the immediate cause 
of the sting. It is not thought that 
these animals purposely bring them- 
selves into contact with persons when | 
in the water.

The Senate Acted Wisely 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON 


The state senate on Tuesday tabied, 
by a close vote, the Lankford-Milner 
bill which would concentrate in 
comptroller general's department the 
collection of practically all state in- 
comes, including the motor license 
taxes or fees. 

This would mean, of course. the lit- 
eral transfer of the motor vehicle de- 
partment of Georgia frum the secre 
tary of state’s department to the 
comptroller’s department. 

At first glance it would seem that 
this bill is along the right line and 
should become a law, but an unalysis 
of the actual situation as to depart- 
ment functions and maintenances, as 
created by law, clearly demonstrates 
that the senate acted wisely in tu 
bling the bill, and ceitain!y until 
there is a complete readjustment of 
all departments looking to closer co- 
ordination, and to the rroper, ade- 
quate and equitable compensation cf 
department heads, an] proper provi- 
sions for department maintenances. 

As it is today, if the mertor vehicle 
department is divorced from the sec- 
retary of state’s department, the 
latter will be legally powerless to 
function, and the state will not ret 
one additional penny—if as much—by 
reason of the execution of the depart- 
ment. 

That is the plain, unvarnished fuct, 
and it is well to look facts in the face 
before talking any rash, revolutionary 
or radical action. 

It is a fact that for the past ten or 
twelve years, with the werk oi the see 
retary of state's offica greatly in- 
creased, it has only been carried on by 
the assistance obtained from the motor 
vehicle department. 

The total legislative appropria- 
tions for clerical expenses in the gov- 
ernor’s office are $10,000. 

The total appropriations for the 
support of the comptraller general's 
office are $15,800. of wi.ich $5,000 *'s 
paid to the comptrolier genera! whi -h 
is the salary fixed by the constitution, 
and $3,000 is paid to him ag insurauce 
commissioner, out of insurance fees. 

The clerical expenses appropriated 
for the comptroller general’s depart- 
ment are as follows: Chief clerk, 
$1,800, and insurance clerk, $2.400, of 
which $1,200 must be paid out of the 
insurance fees; a clerk in the wild 
land department, $1,000; a clerk for 
the public service corporation tax, 
$600; a clerk in the insurance office 
of the insurance commissioner, $2.000 ; 
and, in addition to this, there is an ap- 
propriation for the salary of the depr 
uty insurance commissioner vf $3 000, 
making total appropriations for the 
office of the comptroller general and 
insurance commissioner, $15.800. 

The total appropriations for the 
treasury department are salary of the 
treasurer, $4,500; assistant treasurer,

In 1923, thus far, 
the receipts are $2.171,689.88, cols 
lected at a coxt of only 2.5 per cent, 

The state has been saved $904.- 
606.47 in the four years by the ex- 
penses of collections being that 
much less than the limit fixed by the 
law. 

The service has been efficient, ante 
isfactory, honest. 

Then why tear up the entire state 
department now, or until there can be 
a general readjustment and coe 
ordination of all state departments, 
and their compensations and muin- 
tenances uniformly and adequately 
provided for?

In such cases the 
hostess may order anything she 
pleases and have no worry. But I 
rather think such specimens are rare. 
In. general, one must not expect too 
much of the woman who cooks and 
serves. and must be prepared to aid 
her in every way possible. Personal- 
ly, I look in awe on anyone who can 
serve a dinner that she has cooked 
herself. Some of the most delight- 
ful and delectable meals I have at- 
tended. however, have been served hy 
some of these, to my mind, awesomely 
eomvetent people.

COTTON SPINNING 
NOW ON INCREASE 


Washington, November 20.—In- 
creased activity in the cotton spin- 
ning industry was shown in the Octo- 
ber report of the census’ bureau is- 
sued today which showed almost a 
billion more spindle hours than in 
September and the largest number of 
spindle hours since June. 

Active spindle hours for October 
totaled 8,381,886,213, or an average 
of 223 hours per spindle in place, 
compared with 7,482,060,995, or 200 
per spindle in sate in September this 
year; and 8,259,880,446, or 225 per 
spindle in place in October last year. 

Spinning spindles in place October 
31 totaled 37,550,250, of which 354,- 
378,662 were active at some time dur 
ing the month compared with 37,491,- 
706 in place September 30 this year, 
and 33,929,885 active at some time 
during the month and $7,128,659 in 
‘nalee October 31 last year, and 33,- 
859,076 active at some time during

close all transactions involved: two 
examine and verify the information 
from time to time: to determine the 
extent to which the business is in- 
terstate or intrastate or intermingled ; 
to obtain’ information on the various 
plants, branches, agencies and offices 
and the character of the business car- 
ried on, and to determine the ac- 
counting methods and -practices by 
which the records are kept. 

Penalties Prescribed. 

Secretary Wallace's notice closes 
with the statement that failure to 
comply is subject to penalties pre- 
scribed by the packers and stock- 
yards act. 

“For some months we have been 
conferring with the packers on this 
suvject,” said Secretary Wallace, ix 
announcing his action. “It is my 
opinion we have full right. wnder the 
law to secure the information desired 
through examination of our auditors. 
The packers seem to feel that such 
examination goes further than the law 
permits, and vhat it is a violation of 
their rights. I continued negotiations 
with them for some in the hope that 
they might come to an agreement, 
which I considered very desirabie. 

Easier for Auditors. 

“Tt would be very, much easier for 
yur auditors to make the examination 
with the consent and cooperation of 
the packers because they could se- 
eure information in very much less 
time with such cooperation. The de- 
lay has not meant important loss of 
time as our auditors have been busily 
engaged, first in helping to prepare 
testimony to be used in connection 
with the Armour-Morris merger, and 
second, tn examining the Armour- 
Morris hooks in connection with the 
merger proceedings. 

“Now that their work In this re- 
spect has mostly been completed we 
are anxious to take un the examina- 
tion of the books of the three oth®+ 
hig nackers at the earliest date pos- 


sible.”
